| cords, even in the preſence of the venerable and 
tender hearted Neſtor. — Cordius endures the cruel _ 
treatment with unſhaken courage, even when the _ 
blood guſhed from his ſide. By chance Fidelius was 
- preſent, very deſirous to ſee the cruelty at an end, 
and the bold Cordius come off with honour; bot ”
